Interesting is Prof, jensen's wording of the Affidavit wherein it is stated : "...the specification illustates a protein..."; and ""biological 
agents" may have a native form or biological binding partners". :May have" or "illustrate" are not definition and only provide potenial 
examples, which in context of the specifcation are not limited, further supporting the Examier's position. The Examiner provided a simple 
suggestion to overcome the prior art rejection while claiming the intended invention in the previous Office Action, subject to update search.
